twenty^two ostriches, recently imported 
from Buenos JkjttB iv.t breeomg in 
Amorica. went yestenlay morninj^ with 
his herd^^man, an ebua Cape Towner, 
named Johnson, and a <St<n reporter, to 
the deer hut in which the bird-^ are con- 
liued. When .Johnson opened the door 
he was fnreeted by a seriM of sounds 
8uo;gestiye of the noise made by a fog 
horn. 

** That^s what the Dntch natives of 
Cape Town call ' broinminff,' said Mr. 
Pro h'Toe. ''It expresses the same feel- 
ing with an ostrich that oooing does 
w th a (lov(». Pll show you how we 
pliu k iin ostrich. .Johnsou, bring the 
stock in jf." 

The (lark herder, whom the birds re- 

Saixlcd with mihl-e\ed atVection, pro- 
noed a loner, white stock ng. He 
ca ght one > f tlie birdt by it«< neck, and 
inner ed tlie heiul and neck in the stoi-k- 
ing. Tlie result irresistibly recalled the 
pictures of Bernhardt in Bernhardt 
plo es. The b inded bird exhibited 
some ncrvousnt'ss. 

••This herd ha\ o been "<o l-mj; in con- 
finement/" said .Ml-. Protheroe, "that 
they are comparativelv gentle when the 
stocking is pulled over their necks. 
Thev li;>:iit and kick vigorously some- 
times when they have been :iu ustOilied 
to the liberty of :i large turnt." 

.Johnson led tlie b'rd up to a side of 
the hut. against wh'ch with one hand 
he held It's neck, lie held up a wing 
with tlu; oilier hand, while Mr. Protheroe 
lield thi' other wing untl with a pair of 
shears clipped 0.1 a white featherone inch 
from the ticsh under the w'<ng. 
would not do,** continued Mr. Protheroe, 
"to pull these feathers out In'lamma- 
tion might set in. We pull out the tail 
feathers and tlio-^e on the outsiih- of the 
wings. One month a''ter we out ott' the 
large feathers under the w'ng new

somewhat the " Drommin||^ ol the birds 
as he walked otit of the door into the 
grassy enclosure- The unijainly bipeds 
rushed after him pell-mell. Their 
necks were nran<;d out and theirmonths 
were wide open. Thev ran ab 'ut tht^ 
enclosure in a break-neck fashion for 
several minutes, occasionally bumping 
into one aiif)thcr. Then they began 
flapping their wings and waltzing. It 
was a veritable waits, and is so termed 
hv o-trich farmer-;. The binls turn 
rapiiily roimd and round, dipping tj^eir 
neeki and swaying their bodies at saoh 
turn. A rhythm that could bs set tO 
music pervades their mutiontf.

The New York Tribune in dirtcussinp 
the unsatisfactory condition of t)U8iness 
says: Tlio root of the present difficulty to Paducab. 
is excessive' speculation in products and 
the resort to " corners" and monopolies 
in order to extend unnatural jiriceK. Iron 
is prostrated because tJie combiiiiition vir- 
tually cornered the market and extorted 
ezceeaive prices two years ago. 

Petroleum has been controlled by a mo- 
nojKily for year'^. Cotton was hehl at an 
unnatural price for long time, and the 
growth of couHumptiou was tlieieby 
checked. 

Speculation prevented the marketing of 
a part of the wheat and provision pro- 
duced last year, and delayed exports this 
year until crops Irom other countries had 
coiAlniand of the litarlcetli. Now the far- 
mer having been acciwtomed to high 
prices and to tfaie fine stories circulated in 
order to obtain such prices, hesitates to 
sell at present quotations and the legiti- 
mat* ^ff^ of the large crop this year 
have bwii in pirt lost thus far. t\» mn- 
kats have not been relieved, aathaf Aoi^d 
have been by the return oF mohey ftom 
abrQi4 ij payment of larije exports.
